RATES HIGHEST IN NATION 
FOR TRAFFIS SAFETY 
ENGINEERING 


_ At a. testimonial dinner in the 
Statler Hotel, Detroit, an June 
27, State Highway Commissioner 
Charles M. Ziegler was presented 
with a plaque denoting Michigan’s 
leadership in the field of traffic 
engineering, by Robert 8. Holmes, 
of the Institute of Traffic Engi- 
neers of New Haven, Conn. 
Michigan won this top honor in 
competition’ with the leading 
states of the nation. California 
was second in the competition, 
with New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Illinois, runners up. All 
states competed for the award, 
which was made on the basis of all 
engineering: functions of the com- 


surveys and studies, intersection- 
al design, planning and adminis- 
tration. . 

In accepting the plaque, Com- 
missioner Ziegler said, “The safe- 
ty programs of the State Highway 
Department are. ‘state-wide and 
continuous. Beginning. with the 
selection of the location of a 
road, all the way through. design, 
construction and control, safety 
features are the paramount. con- 
cern, The Department is..constant- 
ly safety-minded. We are proud 
to have this recognition come to 
Michigan. 
“Recognizing the importance 
of adequate signs to the safety of 
the motorist, the Department is 
now engaged in re- signing the en- 
tire trunkline. system in conform- 
ity with a uniform national pat- 


|jtern. Signs, signals, flashers, and 


other traffic-control devices and 
pavement markings provide pro- 
tection to the highway users by 
clearly designating danger points 
such as hills, curves, * railroad 
crossings and road _ intersections. 
Grade separations at railroad 
crossings, and intersections of 
important traffic routes ‘are con- 
structed for safety. and to keep 
the traffic flow moving. 

“A program ‘of roadside " im- 
provement is’ carried out at all 
times. Brush “and overhanging 
tree limbs are.removed to assure 
ample clearance. and adequate 
sight distance, Shoulders are_sod- 
ded and kept in condition to hold 
vehicles which leave the road 
surface. Roadside. parking areas 
and turn-outs. are maintained in 
order that the motorist may rest 
awhile and continue driving re- 
freshed.

OSES was such a man. At many 


times in his life, if you had 
been there, you would have thought 
he had very little chance to live, 
much less. to succeed.

land: by. keeping him alive at. all.

sUT don’t judge a man by 
what his contemporaries say. 
We know now, we have known for 
centuries, that Moses was one of 


Consider what the world owes to 
that one man. Of all his services, 
let us note three in particular. For 
one thing, we trace the Ten Com- 
mandments back to. him. Not that 
he was the first to call stealing or 
adultry or greediness wicked; men 
have known as much. since early 
times. But we do associate the Ten 
Commandments with Moses’ name. 
He preached and taught that relig- 
ion is ethical; that is, right living 


is tied in with and tied-up to right.|. 


religion. 


. Faith and life flow into and 
support each other. Some relig- 
ions declare that if a man 
pleases God that is all that 
matters; he can ride his neigh- 
bors as he pleases. Other relig- 
ions (er substitutes for religion) 

“gay that if a man. treats other 
men right he can let God go. Not 
so Moses; not so the Jews nor 
the Christians! 


Moses was also the man through 
whom God revealed some of the 
most important truths we. know 
about God. Moses taught his people, 
and through them teaches us, of a 
spiritual God, not like anything “‘in 
heaven above or the earth beneath 
or in the waters under the earth.” 
God has ‘‘no manner of form.’’ God 
is pure spirit, without a body like 
men or like anything. ; 

To this day men find that hard 
to take in; but it is an important 
truth for any one who wants to 
think truly about God and to find 
him. .

Moses and Christ 

BOVE all, there would have 

been no Christianity if Moses 

had never lived, or if he had failed. 
If the children of Israel had done 
slink 
back to Egypt and slavery, 
whole great history of the Old Test- 
ament would. have been unwritten. 
Poets and prophets would have died 
unborn, 

But. he would have had to 
make a start somewhere else 
besides. with the Hebrew people, 
and the whole history of relig- 
ion would have been different. 
There would have been no New 
Testament without the Old Test- 
ament, 

Even Jesus of Nazareth either 
would not have been at all, or 
would have been entirely different, 
if it had not been for the whole 
background of the Hebrew story, 
in which Moses played such a lead- 
ing part. If the world owes a debt 
to Christianity (and what a debt!), 
it owes also a tribute to Moses..
